EDMONTON NDP SUPPORTERS 
CELEBRATE, WHILE LIBERALS FAIL TO 
TAKE ANY SEATS IN THE CITY

At the Crown Plaza Hotel on Bellamy Hill, the 
concierge at the front tells a young couple look- 
ing for the NDP election night party to “follow 
the cheering” down the hall. 

In the main room on the bottom floor, sup- 
porters are stuffed in 100 deep in front of the 
television screens on the just the right hand 
side of the room. 

The crowd is a diverse mix of suits and jeans, 
ponytails, brush cuts and grey hairs. Women 
with small babies sit in the back and chat with 
each other. A toddler runs though the lobby. 

A jubilant Linda Duncan, re-elected as MP 
for Edmonton-Strathcona, takes to the stage in 
a roar of deafening cheers. 

“You are all invited to Stornoway!” she says. 
“All of you together did this.” 

For the first time in history, the NDP are now 
the official Opposition. The gains the NDP 
made in Eastern Canada are certainly evident 


in Edmonton, as the crowd erupts in shouts 
with each seat that turns orange. In all, the 
NDP won 102 seats, according to election night 
results. The Liberals were crushed, and the 
Conservatives have their majority. 

For James and Dylan Cuvilier, the NDP surge 
is an amazing first brush with politics. This 
is the first time James, 20, has voted. Dylan 
says the NDP were the only option for the two 
brothers. 

“I’m not rich, and I’m not going to be rich 
soon,” the 24-year-old Dylan says. “I want to 
make sure that if I get sick there will be hos- 
pitals.” 

Caught up in the excitement, Dylan even de- 
clares interest in running for the NDP in the 
next election, after outgoing candidate Ray 
Martin calls on the next generation of candi- 
dates to take his place. 

But the night isn’t all exuberance. €d Boraas 
watches from the back of the room, his arms 
crossed over his chest. He's certainly happy to 
be in the epicenter of NDP support in Edmon- 
ton, but he’s also a little angry. In his riding of 
Edmonton-Centre, the Democracy Project, a 





strategic voting website, supported the Liberal 
candidate Mary MacDonald as the progressive 
candidate to win. However, even as the results 
just started pouring in at 8:30 p.m., NDP can- 
didate Lewis Cardinal was in second place, and 
indeed would go on to beat MacDonald. 

“That really makes me upset,” he says, won- 
dering how many left-leaning people were con- 
vinced to vote for the Liberals in the hopes of 
beating Laurie Hawn and the Conservatives. 
By the end of the night, Hawn had won with 
47.9 per cent of the vote, or slightly more than 
Cardinal and MacDonald put together. 


The evening was also disappointing for Ben 
Henderson, city councillor for Ward 8. With 
Edmonton returning every Conservative can- 
didate, he’s concerned about funding for public 
transit. 

“We need the feds to come to the table for 
the next leg of the LRT,” he says while attend- 
ing the Liberal election night party at the Coast 
Hotel. 

Right now, the city has enough money from 


the provincial and the federal governments to 
finish the NAIT line and plan some of the next 
stages, but in order to complete the Mill Woods 
and west lines, the city needs the federal gov- 
ernment onside, he says. With all the Tories 
returned to Ottawa, it's unlikely the Conserva- 
tives will see Edmonton as a city they need to 
be concerned about. 

He points to the failed Expo bid as well as the 
abandoned National Portrait Gallery, saying he 
hopes he's wrong, but he doesn't see a lot of 
support for the city with a Conservative ma- 
jority. 

“Tt sure feels like as soon as they find out it’s 
Edmonton, they lose interest,” he says. 


But the Liberal supporters themselves have 
much more to be melancholy about this eve- 
ning. 

Ryan Adam sits on the pavement outside 
the hotel on 105th Street and muns his fingers 
though dark brown hair, which at 11 p.m. on 
election night practically stands up on it's own. 
His candidate, Mary MacDonald, ended the 
night in third place. 

Adam worked in communications on Presi- 
dent Barack Obama's 2008 campaign, so he’s 
no political newbie. Tonight, however, he seems 
confused. Just a little over four hours ago he 
was out on Jasper Avenue reminding pedestri- 
ans to vote, full of energy and optimism. Citing 
the strong advanced voter turnout, especially 
in Edmonton-Centre, he says he was encour- 
aged. 

MacDonald says she just didn’t get the na- 
tional bump she needed to win, saying she saw 
the results early in the night, as the Liberals 
were defeated in the East. “You started to see 
the national results and started to expect that,” 
she says. 

She doesn’t regret campaigning as the pro- 
gressive choice in Edmonton-Centre, and at- 
tempting to convince voters to support her as 
the candidate to beat the Conservatives, even 
though the NDP candidate beat her for second 
place. 

As much as MacDonald's supporters are sad- 
dened by her loss, the national party losing of- 
ficial Opposition status weights heavier. 

“More than anything, that shocked us,” says 
Jill Swenson, a 28-year-old MacEwan student 
and a Liberal volunteer. “For this huge shift 
to occur, obviously it speaks to the orange 
surge.”

However, as the 
night wore on it became more and 
more apparent the race would go to 
the New Democrats. 


Although the election didn’t end 
the way the Hastman and his sup- 
porters would have hoped, there was 
still reason for them to celebrate. 

“You wanted Prime Minister Harp- 
er to stay in office, you wanted a 
stable majority Conservative govern- 
ment to see us through the rest of the 
economic recession, and you wanted 
to have a Conservative MP for Ed- 
monton-Strathcona inside that gov- 


ernment, well two out of three isn't 
bad,” he said to his supporters. 

No matter how the election went 
Hastman says he will sleep easy 
knowing what he and his campaign 
accomplished. 

“{Losing] hurts alittle bit, but when 
you put as much work into some 
thing and you execute your plan and 
you know you couldn't have done 
anything more to win, it helps.”

Stephen Harper finally has his cherished 
majority. Now, perhaps, we'll see what he’s 
really made of. , 

Since he ran his first campaign as Con- 
servative party leader in 2004, losing but 
forcing the dominant Liberal party to minor- 
ity status, Canadians have been ambivalent 
about Harper. His Conservatives won the 
2006 election, ending the Liberal reign, but 
the small minority he was given was an 
indication that we were still unsure of what 
this chilly, controlling man from Calgary was 
really up to. 

The 2008 election again presented 
Canadians a chance to give their total trust 
to Harper, but once again he failed to gaina 
majority, this time at the hands of the inept 
Liberal leader Stephane Dion. Faced with 
perhaps the weakestledder the Liberals had 
offered in their history, the Conservatives 
were still denied their majority. The reason, 
clearly, was Harper. Plajn and simple, we just 
didn't trust him. 

But fortune smiled on Stephen Harper. 
The Liberals became distracted with leader- 
ship questions, taking the only reasonable 
alternative party out of the picture, and 
giving Harper almost free reign to run his 
government. 

On Monday, Canadians dutifully trooped 
to the polls in the fourth general election in 
seven years. This time, however, we would 
give Stephen Harper his majority, and in the 
process rewrite the political map of Canada. 

How did he do it? How did this man that 
Canadians simply did not trust well enough 
to give full control gain a solid majority? 

In the famous phrase of U.S. political 
strategist James Carville, “It’s the economy, 
stupid!” Canadians voted, as they almost 
always do, with their wallets. 

Harper's record in many areas — most 


notably his utter disregard for parliament, 
which led to his party's unprecedented con- 
tempt of parliament charge — is weak, even 
worrisome. But in economic matters, Harper 
has fared well enough. Canada emerged 
from the worldwide economic collapse in 
better shape than almost any other country 
in the world, and Harper was able to take 
credit, despite the fact the solid founda- 
tion of our economy was a creation of 
Liberal governments. In this election, Harper 
smoothed away the rough edges, avoiding 
discussion of motherhood Canadian issues 
like health care. Contentious social issues 
were not up for discussion. Harper and 

the Conservatives positioned themselves 

in the centre, traditional Liberal territory, 
forcing the Grits to veer left. The result was 
a Conservative majority, a decimated Liberal 
party, and the New Democratic Party as the 
official opposition. 

Harper now has his majority, but let’s 
hope he bears in mind that he accomplished 
this feat with 60 per cent of the electorate 
voting against him. His natural inclination 
will be to rule with an iron fist, but perhaps 
his better nature — if it exists — will recog- 
nize that even in majority a government 
must listen to the people. 

In previous elections, Liberals and New 
Democrats made electoral gains just by 
connecting the words ‘secret agenda’ with 
Stephen Harper. That term disappeared 
in the election of 2011. Now with Harper in 
total control of the government — without 
those nettlesome opposition MPs looking 
over his shoulder — we'll find out once and 
for all if the hidden agenda actually exists, 
or if it was just a scare tactic by the other 
parties. 

Now Canada — for better or for worse — 
will see the real Stephen Harper.

Working Towards A Greener Edmonton 


CITY'S ENVIRONMENTAL 
STRATEGIC PLAN FIRST 
STEP ON ALONG ROAD 
TOWARDS A GREENER CITY

How green do we want to be, and 
how far are we willing to go to get 
there? 

Those are the two questions at the 
core of The Way We Green, the City 
of Edmonton's 90-page environmen- 
tal strategic plan. The draft plan, re- 
leased April 21, will be up for discus- 
sion at a public hearing on May 11 at 
1:30 p.m. at city hall. 

Jim Andrais is the project manag- 
er for The Way We Green, and he's 
lived and breathed green since Janu- 
ary 2010. 

He delivered the draft version just 
last month, but it's a long way from 
being finished. 

The report was built around the 
“burning questions” on the environ- 
ment — conservation, preservation, 
protection of the environment, etc. 
But the more Andrais looked at what 
other leading cities in the world were 
doing, the issues of “sustainability 
and resilience” came up. We've all 
heard the term sustainability, but the 
new buzzword is “resilience,” which 
is a city that can “withstand and 
bounce back intact from environ- 


mental disturbances.” 

Eventually, the report was framed 
around “what we need to know about 
the future, about the challenges, 
about the ability of the planet to sup- 
port us, and will business as usual 
work?” 

€dmonton’s track record on envi- 
ronmental issues is good, the report 
shows, but could be better. 

“We're on par or ahead of most 
cities, But we're still not at the point 
where we should be.” 

The Way We Green is the first step 
on the long road to a green future, 
says Andrais. 

“The real value of The Way We 
Green is that we are taking it to 
council and the community, and say- 
ing ‘Do you agree that this is where 
we want to go as a community to 
become a more sustainable commu- 
nity?’ If the answer is yes, then we 
have to look at the options that are 
going to get us there.” 

Support for The Way We Green 
so far has been very high, but he ex- 
pects that will chage when the report 
gets “closer to home”. 

For example, the report questions 
the price we pay — or don’t pay — for 
growth. It suggests that prices may 
have to rise to discourage people 
from moving to the suburbs. 


sions, which are often guided by 
price,” says Andrais. “If we want a 
city with more density, and one that 
provides a greater urban experience, 
that won't work if prices are pulling 
us toward the suburbs. 

“The time will come when we 
will need to look at price and look 
at cost and ask if we are moving us 
away from our goals or towards our 
goals.” 

He's OK with controversy and 
changes — in fact, it’s vital to the 
process. 

“If this journey is going to have any 
legs, there has to be broad comrnu- 
nity understanding and support, and 
the only way you get that is through 
discussion and debate.” 

The report doesn’t get into all the 
hows, but asks if the public and 
council agrees that Edmonton should 
become carbon neutral, produce zero 
waste, and become less dependant 
on fossil fuels. 

“First we need to know what 
journey we're going on, and that ev- 
erybody is on the same page. Then 
we'll come back with the solutions 
and the costs. 

“The Way We Green sets the stage 
for the long-term journey.”

Let us all now praise the neighbour- 
hood pasta house. Dotted about 
crucial junctures all over the city, 
neighbourhood pasta houses provide 
a tidy, casual, crowd-pleasing venue 
for favoured salads, pasta dishes, 
sometimes pizza and usually a few 
continental meaty-seafoody entrees 
for the noodle-averse — something 
for everyone. And so it is with Pic- 
coLino Bistro, the sparkling jewel of 
its stripmall in scenic Parkview. 
PiccoLino is not just tidy, but nice- 
ly adorned in dusky autumnal pal- 
ette, its modicum of space smartly 
divyied by glass and wood parti- 
tions lined with cozy booths. Early 





on a Tuesday, the buzz of early din- 
ers’ chit chat over glasses of house 
red was mounting. Dishes of oil and 
balsamic vinegar sat on every table 
in anticipation of the dinner rush as 
the first takeout orders flew out the 
door. A somewhat tidal exhalation 
from the kitchen, to which it took a 
moment to acclimatize, boded many 
seafood dishes. An immaculately 
tonsured gent of Mediterranean ex- 
traction who was important enough 
to preside over the dining room in 
flashy T-shirt, jeans and sneakers 
greeted customers like he knew ‘em, 
which was probably the case. Picco- 
Lino feels a bit like a local landmark. 
(I’ve heard tell the Oilers were — and 
may still be — frequent patrons, but I 
didn't see any of them on my recent 
visit.) 

You want salad? They have in- 
salata mista, spinach, caesar (with 
chicken if that's your preference), 
marinated salad and, our favourite, 
pomodoro ($11.95). 
Pizza? Naturally. Pastas? How about 
vongole, puttanesca, Bolognese, pri- 
mavera, veal tortellini, pasticcio, to 
name just a few, and the one I settled 
on, the penne di mare ($17.95)? Se- 
lection-wise, PiccoLino has standard 
requests nailed. My co-diner ordered

from the specials board, a steelhead 


salmon fillet with garlic prawns in 
white wine sauce ($21.95). The serv- 
ers are conspicuously of veteran 
neighbourhood pasta house stock: 
comfortable working the room, well- 
versed in the menu, confident about 
the quality of the product. If you're 
more concerned with surprise than

reliability, PiccoLino might not be 
your first choice. 

First up, the salad — rounds of 
creamy unripened cheese perched 
on fresh, juicy tomato slices and 
drizzled with balsamic vinaigrette 
— though a little light on the scatter- 
ing of fresh basil, was the ideal size 
for sharing. Our server replenished 
our supply of warm, crusty bread in 
anticipation of the entrees, which ar- 
rived forthwith 

Let there be no cavil about value 
for money at PiccoLino — the por- 
tion sizes are clearly calculated to 
satisfy hockey player-sized appetites 
My dish of pasta, lavished with grat- 


ed parm by our attentive server, was 
roughly twice the size of my stomach 
capacity. My co-diner’s generous por- 
tion of salmon and garlic prawns was 
supplemented by a generous serving 
of vegetables (zucchini, cauliflower, 
broccoli, carrots) and potatoes 

The tubes of pasta, tossed with a 
mixture of tomato and alfredo sauc- 
es and well-populated with succulent 
morsels of seafood, registered a 10 
on the al dente-meter, firm but yield- 
ing to the teeth. I grudgingly parted 
with a couple of precious seared scal- 


lops in order to secure a sample of 


my co-diner's perfectly moist salmon 
fillet and buttery veg. 

Although I was satisfied with the 
quality and composition of my meal, 
I can tire of even a good thing with- 
out some textural variants to slake 
my unending need for novelty and 
distraction. Co-diner and I found a 
quick solution in combining our left- 
overs so some of the buttery veg and 
velvety salmon made its way into the 
rich, tangy pasta for enhanced vari- 
ety. The kitchen might be affronted 
if asked to pile two of their culinary 
creations together, but what you do 
in the privacy of your home or work- 
place lunch room is your own busi- 
ness

both the box office and on critical lists over 
recent years, the ripple they can make is tan- 
gible. When it comes to these films it’s probably 
safe to say that garbage-based features aren't 
exactly the most popular. Yet, unlike films like 
Exit Through the Gift Shop or Inside Job, gar- 


bage is good because, unlike publicizing the 
origins of global financial disasters or search- 
ing for a famed artist, we, as ordinary, consum- 
ing citizens, can make an actual, demonstra- 
tive change when it comes to waste and how 
you throw it away. Seven films playing at Reel 
Waste penetrate the world of garbage and will 
undoubtedly leave the audience with a clearer 
vision of their direct impact. 

SEE had a chance to discuss waste and 
waste-not with Valentin Thurn, the direc- 
tor of Taste the Waste, a documentary 
about the worldwide destruction of food. 


SEE: How did you get started with Taste the 
Waste? 

Thurn: “Three years ago I did a small report 
about dumpster diving in Germany and, when 
starting the project, I thought it was a rather 
exotic topic. | knew it was interesting but re- 
ally didn’t grasp the dimension of it. When 
they opened the supermarket bins and I saw 
all of this perfectly edible food — all in plastic, 
sometimes before the best before date — I just 
wanted to understand that. I was really shocked 
about the global dimensions of what I saw.” 


SEE:There are rather simple aspects 
to the film, but it stretches wider as well. 
When you got involved did you have any 
idea it could be such a deep topic? 

Thurn: “I grew up with the environmental 
movement, so-l was -kind-of aware of what we 
do to the environment with our consumerist 
style. I’m certainly not rigorous in my ways, 
but if you look at eating and waste, this is a 
topic where people can make a difference. Es- 
pecially in the field of nutrition.” 


SEE: What is the thesis of Taste of 
Waste? 

Thurn; “In our industrial society, we've lost 
the appreciation of food dramatically. It’s get- 
ting cheaper and cheaper — we just eat because 
it's necessary to survive, but we only really seem 


to have an appreciation when we go to a restau- 


rant. When we're at work we want something 
that is quick. I think we need to understand that 
food gives us back something — it gives us back 
quality of life. When we see the value to choose 
quality, then we don’t throw out the amount we 
do now. There is also a big connection to world 
hunger. When you're a child, parents say ‘eat 
your dishes, if they had it, children in Africa 
would be happy,’ yet we laugh about it....how 
can we send leftovers to Africa? Twenty or 40 
years ago we didn't seem to think there was a 
strict link, but now there is. 


SEE: Do you find the audience is more 
inspired after seeing the movie, or is it de- 
pressed feeling? 

Thurn: “I was quite sure that I didn’t want 
to show one-a-half hours of mountains of gar- 
bage; nobody wants to see that kind of doom 
and gloom that leaves them behind to feel help- 
less. People want solutions and need things 
that don’t make them feel helpless. This is re- 
ally a topic where every one can do something. 
I think that is why it is so powerful ... there 
are a lot of strong emotional reactions. Some- 
times the topic is very abstract topic — like cli- 
mate change or world hunger — but with food, 
there's a direct link to their own kitchen. This 
is why people are interested.” 


SEE: What things have you changed 
in your life since you put out Taste The 
Waste? 

Thurn: “It changed not only life, but ev- 
eryone who worked on the film. Personally, I 
changed a lot in my kitchen. It started from 
some vegetables | don’t preserve in the fridge 
anymore because now I know that it’s not good. 
I know this is a very simple thing but it helps 
you when you are planning and buying things 
Probably a lot of people go out once a week and 
grocery shop, pack their car and enough of that 
trip, but now I try to reduce those large trips 
and buy things two or three times a’ week. It 
helps me plan’ better and lets me know what 1 
really need.”

was married for many years to fel- 
low director Jacques Demy (The 
Umbrellas Of Cherbourg, 1964) un- 
til his death in 1990. This critic still 
has a strong memory of one of her 
early films, Lion’s Love (1969), seen 
in those turbulent times, which fea- 
tured James Rado and Gerome Ragni 
(creators of the musical Hair), Andy 
Warhol superstar Viva, and a young 
Jim Morrison of The Doors. The per- 
sonal reference isn’t out of line here 
as Varda is one of those artists who 
has always woven herself into her 
art until the two become inseparable.

Strap in summer moviegoers, Vin 
Diesel and company are back in the 
fifth installment of the Fast and the 
Furious franchise. Do they drive fast 
cars with reckless abandonment? Do 
they commit crimes worth millions 
of dollars in property damage? Will 
things explode? Answer: goddamn 
right they will! 

Fast Five reintroduces much of the 
original cast, with additions from 
middle franchise cast members such 
as Tyrese Gibson and Chris “Ludac- 
ris” Bridges, while subtracting a few 
others, most notably and thankfully, 
Michelle Rodriguez. Helming the en- 
deavor is Justin Lin, who also direct- 
ed F&F 3 and 4. The biggest change 
in production comes from the addi- 
tion of Dwayne “The Rock” Johnson 
as the justice hungry DEA agent, Lu- 
kas Hobbs. 

As the film begins we find our he- 
roes running scared on the mean 
streets of Rio de Janeiro. Pressed 
into pulling what should have been 
an “easy job,” they quickly be- 
come embroiled in the affairs of a 
Brazilian drug lord and must fight 
and “drive” their way to freedom. If 
that sounded labored or in any way 
exhausting, imagine what actually 
watching this movie might do to you. 
But before we remove the restrictor 
plate and fire up the nitro, let’s get a 


few things in line. 

Even the most laissez faire evalu- 
ation of this film leads one to 
question if writer Chris Morgan 
didn't have higher hopes for the 
lucidity of the final script. The plot 
takes so many bizarre turns that one 
can't help but feel a little jilted for be- 
ing asked to buckle up. Without ru- 
ining much of the convoluted mess 
that is the storyline, if you're going 
to call in a group of international 
criminals, each possessing a par- 
ticular skill, maybe you should take 
advantage of those skills rather than 
have them stand around in a ware- 
house making jackass comments to 
one another. How anything was ac- 
tually accomplished is something of 
a mystery. 

Overall, the performances were 
fairly poor, the biggest culprit being 
The Rock. Though entertaining to 
watch, Johnson's stiff approach to 
the dialogue didn’t serve the overall 
tongue-in-cheek feel of the movie. If 
there was any levity to the produc- 
tion, he clearly was not in on it. Also 
distracting. was Johnson's choice 
to grow a goatee for the film. The 
only reasonable explanation seems 
to be that the film’s producers were 
concerned that Johnson would look 
too much like Diesel during the fight 
scenes, thus confusing the audience. 
If the “evil” Spock wasn't referenced 
in the credits, he should be. 

Despite all its flaws, Fast Five 
might be exactly the film you're 
looking for this summer. If your 
idea of a Sunday afternoon is kick- 
ing back to the calming drone of 
explosions and squealing tires, you'll 
be in good company in the passen- 
ger seat of this mindless behemoth. 
Bring a mouth guard.

this film are: that every supermarket 
in the world throws out something 
like 500 to 600 tons of food 
each year, mostly because of retailer- 
set standards that have nothing to do 
with nutritional value or edibility 
(they're more to do with cosmetic ap- 
pearance andsize) andthatthehungry 
of the world could be fed three times 
over with what we throw away 
each year.

Althoughthefilmis 
disturbing, it also provides some hope 
by showing innovative projects that 
try to reverse some of these trends 
(like one in Japan which transforms 
food waste into animal feed for 
beef and pork, co-ops whotry to elimi- 
nate all the travel and distribution fac-

tors between farmer and customer, a 
bakery whichusesbio-gasforenergy,as 
well as rooftop bee-keeping projects 
and gardens in New York). 

Waste is a serious subject but the 
films in this series demonstrate 
that it can be tackled in as many 
ways as there are artistic and cre- 
ative individuals in the world. A 
few of the other interesting entries 
look to be: Dirt!: The Movie (2010), 
narrated by Jamie Lee Curtis, a film 
about the political, social, environ- 
mental and economic impact of soil, 
Kenny The Movie (2005): a humor- 
ous Australian look at a porta-pottie 
crew, and The Clean Bin Project 
(2010) a Canadian movie which asks 
the question, “Is it possible to live 
waste-free forayear?” withoptimism, 
humour and inspiration. 

Like a magpie, the viewer can 
gather and glean all the films in 
the series, or pick and choose what 
they take with them. But as a little 
bird tells us: just be thoughtful and 
careful as to what you leave behind 
you. There are consequences.

TV COMEDY ‘THE PJS’ MAKES 
ITS DVD DEBUT; BEWARE RO-

The two big releases this week were 
not among the best received films of 
this year, but might not be bad rent- 
als if you're not expecting too much. 


On the plus side, the terrific animat- 


ed TV comedy The PJs finally comes 
to DVD. 


Slacker comic Seth Rogan's take on 
The Green Hornet superhero story 
didn’t go over well with critics, or au- 
diences. It garnered a tepid 45 per 
cent positive on Rotten Tomatoes 
(53 per cent from the audience), but

Wick- 
edly funny, winner of three Emmys, 
it was not entirely popular with the 
black community; Spike Lee criti- 
cized it for perpetuating stereotypes.

The next thing that wakes 
me up is the experiment. track, “Synes- 
thesia.” Like the moans of numerous 
blended ghosts circling the 
room, it’s actually scary the 
first time you hear it. Less 
creepy, “Move to the City” 
isa fight-y|little anthem 
that reminds me of all the 
people we've lost, though 
here the target is suits and 
professionals, whereas most of our 

friends move because of weather. There's 
another freshrone called “American Eyes” | 
bet you'd like, too, a passionate and wistful 
bit of shipwreck nostalgia floating on a bed 
of rippling acoustic guitar. 

The second “side” of the album drops in an 
homage to the Cure and Jane's Addiction, 










but, again, sweet enough. “Matches” is 
basically a shotgunned Red Bull, the perfect 
weekend starter the way rock, not dance, 
songs used to be.

Album opener “Montezuma” is hollow and 
sparse, slow crescendos meet strong sweeping harmonies as Pecknold sings about the “man 
that | used to be”. Channeling Simon & Garfunkel, “Helplessness Blues” is a rootsy introspec- 
tive look at the human condition. “Battery Kinzie” is an acoustic jaunt taken from the per- 
spective of a wide-eyed walker character, blissful and earnest before coming to an abrupt halt just under three minutes. That narrative 
slant returns in album highlight “Grown Ocean”, a full-bodied song that trades locomotive-like guitar strumming with lush percussive 
swells. Rich with character and strong song structure, Helplessness Blues is a far cry from a sophomore slump.

| so Cameron Carpenter will demon- 
strate his virtuosity on the Stuart Da- 
vis Concert Organ in works by Cole 


Porter and George Gershwin as well 
as an extended work of his own, Der 
Skandal for Organ and Orchestra, 
which will be given its North Ameri- 
can debut in Edmonton. Called by 


some as "the bad boy of the pipe or- 
gan,” perhaps as a consequence of his 


somewhat iconoclastic approach as a 
| showman in his unabashed manner 
of performing music from the organ 





repertoire, he is the first solo concert 
organist in history to have ever been 
nominated for a Grammy Award. 

Carpenter eschews any references 
to the personification of the pipe or- 
gan as “the King of Instruments.” 
In his own words, “from an econom- 
ic standpoint, the organ is the pauper 
of instruments. It is the most over- 
looked, under-utilized, poorly paid 
field of music. The organ is not the 
king of instruments in that sense 
The voice is the king of instruments 
It is the most politically powerful.” 
Carpenter prefers to promote the or- 
ganist and the music, rather than the 
instrument itself. 

As a child Carpenter was initially 
attracted to the organ visually rather 
than by its music. 

“I saw a picture of a silent movie 
organist from the 1920s in an ency- 
clopedia, and unlike a church organ- 
ist who probably would be dressed 
comparatively humbly, this guy was 
wearing a tuxedo and playing a very 
ornately carved organ in this ornate 
music palace,” says Carpenter. “The 
general impression was one of com-

plete glamour and performance.” 

Carpenter spoke at length about his 
full-length concert piece The Scan- 
dal. “Scandal is the child of several 
things,” says Carpenter. “First and 
foremost, it's my biggest statement 
so far as a composer. It's not pro- 
grammatic music; it's founded on 
the concept of the appropriation of 
form from one place in which it oc- 
curs and the application to sort of 
hi-jacking and utilization of it at the 
musical end. One of the impedi- 
ments to the absorption of structure 
by the modern listener is the relative 
unfamiliarity with classical struc- 
tures.” 

He is a firm believer in the tradi- 
tional applications of form and its 
emergence in music, both from the 
perspective of a performer and as a 
listener, or absorber of art. 

Carpenter goes on to explain the 
genesis of the work's title. 

“The form of the piece, which is 
absolutely clear upon listening, is 
more or less lifted piece-meal from 
the form that most public scandals 
take,” says Carpenter. “The begin- 
ning of the piece is an allegory to the 
breaking of a major scandal, which 
is this uproar with various forces 
contradicting each other. You have 
the organ and the orchestra pitted 
against each other and this works ex- 
tremely well.” 

The subsequent investigations into 
the details of the scandal provide an 
allegory for the development of the 
piece with respect to its form. 

In the work, the organ represents 
the subject of the scandal. The or- 
chestra represents the “Age of Anxi- 
ety.” A solo cello plays the role of a 
sympathetic character. 

The second half of the programme 
will be a recital of solo organ works. 

Carpenter also designs his own 
stage outfits and decorates his shoes 
with Swarovski crystal, so the audi- 
ence should be prepared to expect 
anything, both musically and sarto- 
rially.

THE PALE KING CONFIRMS 
THAT IT’S IN THE TINY 
DETAILS WHERE WE CAN 
TRANSCEND 





THE PALE KING

How finished is The Pale King, the 
“long thing” David Foster Wallace 
had been working on for over a de- 
cade before committing suicide in 
the fall of 2008? It's hard to say, 
given the kind of writer that Wallace 
was — even his most straightforward 
stories eschewed traditional narra- 
tive structures, often setting up piec- 
es on the playing board in a specific 
fashion and inviting his readers to 
extrapolate from there: the butler in 
the library with the typewriter. 

But when longtime editor and 
friend Michael Pietsch writes on the 
cover jacket of The Pale King that it 
is “a deeply compelling and satisfying 
novel,” it’s just not a marketing spiel. 
€ven in its unfinished state, The Pale 
King offers some of the best writ- 
ing of Wallace's illustrious career. It 
also serves as a useful and fascinat- 
ing glimpse into Wallace's writing 
process — Pietsch stitched together 
the 50-chapter, 538-page novel from 
over a thousand pages of drafts (of 
varying degrees of completion and 
polish) and notes that Wallace left on 
his desk for his widow Karen Green

That the ultimate plot of The Pale 
King, if one was even planned — Wal- 
lace wrote that one of his ideas was 
to write the novel as “a series of set-

any traditional sense because, well, 
there's not many big things to spoil. 
But there are a very large number 
of little things, like sentence after 
sentence of the kind of gut-punch- 
ingly good writing that Wallace built 
his name on, of which the pleasure 
of reading for the first time should be 
left to the reader. For an unfinished 
novel, The Pale King is of the sort 
that feels awfully complete, especial- 
ly from a thematic perspective. 
Throughout the novel, Wallace 
introduces us to the IRS Regional 
Examination Center in Peoria, Il- 
linois and the people (referred to 
in IRS parlance as “wigglers”) who 
work there. These people have been 
entrusted one of the most impor- 
tant jobs in the United States, which 
also happens to be one of the most 
boring ones — provessing tax re- 
turns. There’s Claude Sylvanshine, 
a “fact psychic” who is constantly 
bombarded by “ephemeral, useless, 


undramatic, distracting” facts that 


come to him out of the void. There’s | 
Mitchell Drinion, who actually starts | 
to levitate when engaged in the kind | 
of sweat-inducing concentration his 


monotonous job entails. 

And there’s a lot of tax talk. The 
real subject of The Pale King is bore- 
dom, and there are long stretches 
explaining how the IRS functions 
which slows things down to a crawl, 
to the point time seems to be moving 
backwards instead of forwards. It’s 
in these sections that Wallace really 


succeeds. Even his unique style isn't | 


enough to prevent eyes from glass- 
ing over at the in-depth explanation 
of tax minutiae, but proper focus and 
attention reveals pay-offs and gems 
that wouldn't be revealed otherwise. 
Which is exactly what Wallace is try- 
ing to get at — if we pay close atten- 
tion to the most boring of things in 
our lives, perhaps we too can discov- 
er moments of transcendence.

monton. In fact, Edmonton will be 
the first Canadian city ever to feature 
the troupe's art in a symphonic con- 
text. Famed for their gravity-defying 
feats coupled with mind-bending 
acts of balance, contortion and con- 
trol, the group pushes the envelope 
of athleticism and art. There are ap- 
proximately twenty troupe members, 
ranging from 13 to the early 40s in 
age, on tour. 

Tradition as well as art form the 
basis of the choreographed routines 
presented by the troupe. Garbed in 
the colourful clothing of their ethnic 
culture, the acrobats perform ma- 
noeuvres including the world’s tall- 
est chair pagoda, precision tumbling, 
spinning plates, human pyramids, 
trick cycling and daring high-wire 
walking, balancing and gymnastics. 
In tandem with familiar classical 
orchestral pieces, several of the acts 
will incorporate traditional Chinese 
music performed on folk instruments 
such as the erhu and the pi’pa 

Stage Manager Steve Hai has been 
with the troupe for around ten years. 
“Basically the acts go with the music. 
(Routines) are performed in rhythm 
with the musical backgrounds.” 

Although born in the US, Hai was 
raised in a traditional Chinese home 
where Mandarin was spoken. Con- 
sequently, he is able to communicate 
easily with the performers. Hai’s fa- 
ther has been the Artistic Director of 
the troupe virtually since its incep- 
tion, so there is a definite family con- 
nection with respect to his work. 

Preparation and training for these 
acrobats begins early and is very spe- 
cialized. 

“They have schools over in China 
and usually start them off at a young 

e,” says Hai. “At the schools the

have academics as well as the acro- 
batic side of it.” 

Before any public performances, 
rehearsals are rigorous. According 
to Hai, they can last from four to six 
hours on average 

The troupe does not do many per- 
formances with orchestra. Their first 
symphonic performance was with 
the Hollywood Bowl Orchestra early 
in the last decade. Whenever they do 
collaborations with orchestras, they 
are held in high regard. “When we 
do (performances with symphonies), 
it’s definitely different and a special 
thing.” 

The ESO will be under the baton 
of Enbridge Resident Conductor 
Lucas Waldin. On the orchestra's 
promotional package, he states, “I’ve 
been anticipating this show all sea- 
son. The most difficult part of the 
concert, however, will be keeping my 
eyes on the score instead of the ac- 
robats.”

things got racy pretty quickly. He 
asked if I was on birth control; 

I told him yes, because I was, 

and he penetrated me and came 
inside me after one thrust.

It’s only fair 
that the same guy who would be on 
the hook for child support payments 
if you decide to go through with the 
pregnancy be heard out before you 


wound up ending things on a re- 
ally bad note. 

But it’s still not over. He hasn't 
ever gotten over our relationship, 
and every few months he calls or 
e-mails with some new issue or 
wanting to talk. He’s been ver- 
bally abusive, and I often want 
to cut off contact, but because 

of the death of my other ex- 
boyfriend, I’m really scared about 
losing contact with exes. He told 
me he almost killed himself a 
couple of years ago; I don’t know 
if it’s true, but I can believe it. 
He accused me of raping him — 
saying that he’d consented to sex 
with the understanding that we'd 
be together forever, and when we 
broke up, I violated the terms of 
the agreement under which he 
had consented to have sex with 
me. Now he’s demanding that I 
admit to having raped him and 
threatening to post that I raped 
him on my Facebook wall. 

I don’t know what to do. I have 
no interest in getting back to- 
gether, but I know I hurt him and 
I feel responsible. I'd do a lot of 
things differently in hindsight, 
but I don't think I’m a rapist. I 
know this sounds like a typi- 

cal crazy-ex story, and I should 
probably just cut him off, but 
that feels wrong and I’m worried 
about him.
